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ABSTRACT 

This paper deals with the floristic account of Devicolam in Kottayam District, Kerala. The 
area covered lies between 9° 57'-10° 21' N and 76° 3y'-77° 17' E and the altitude varies from 
457-2675 m. Five seasonal botanical tours were conducted during 1963-65 and altogether 478 
were collected. In addition, 60 species collected by the earlier botanists and which were not collected 
during the above mentioned tours are also included in this list. Thus the total number of taxa 
enumerated in this paper is 538 and they are spread over 125 families. Different types of vegetation 
are met with in Devicolam and they can broadly be classified as follows: Tropical dry deciduous. Tropical 
moist deciduous, Tropical wet evergreen, Montane wet temperate and Montane wet grassland. The 
occurrence of Argosteihma rostratum Wall, in this area constitutes a new record for Peninsular India. 


INTRODUCTION 

The Devicolam region of the Kerala State has 
been well known as the land of luxuriant forests 
yielding a rich supply of valuable timber. The 
area is situated in the Western Ghats at the north¬ 
eastern corner of the State of Kerala and lies with¬ 
in 9°57'-io°2i' N and 76°39'-77° 17' E. It- is sur¬ 
rounded by Anaimalai on the north, UdumpaQr 
shola on the south, Ernakulam District on the west¬ 
boundary being limited to Periar river, Trichur 
District on the north-west and boundaries of 
Madura District on the east. The Plantation areas 
in Devicolam are usually known as the “Kannan 
Devan Hills” or as the “High Range” which occu¬ 
pies an area of 588 sq. km. This area with steep 
mountains and valleys has an altitude varying 
from 457 to 2695 m. Anaimudi, the highest peak 
(2695 m) in South India forms the northern part of 
Devicolam Taluk. The mountainous configura¬ 
tion, high altitude, and teavy rainfall make this 
tract one of the botanically richest areas of India. 

The vast stretches of the rich forest of Devicolam 
attracted the attention of J. D. Munro who had 
schemes of raising plantations there. It is said 
that in the year 1877 he approached the Raja of 
Poonjar, Valiya Raja Kerala Varma and pur¬ 
chased about 55850 Hectares of land on the Kan¬ 
tian Devan Anjanad Hills for cultivation. This 
was the beginning of the destruction of one of 
nature’s great bounties of vegetation. However, 
this tract has now turned out to produce tea 
which has been earning a good amount of foreign 
exchange in recent years. Besides Tea and Coffee, 
Cardamomum is also cultivated at lower elevation. 
Further at lower elevation on the Western side 


towards Neriamangalam, colonisation over 14165 
Hectares of virgin forest took place during the last 
ten years and vast areas of forests have been clear¬ 
ed to raise plantation of Rubber, Tuber crops, etc. 
In spite of all these activities of man’s vandalism 
over nature the landscape still holds promising 
areas for floristic studies in the various pockets of 
forests found all over the place in between the 
cleared areas. 

Bourdillon (1892) has made a report on the forests 
of Travancore in general and later (1908) he has 
worked on the indigenous and timber yielding 
trees of Travancore. Rama Rao (1904) published 
an hccount of ‘The flowering plants of Travancore 
which includes the Devicolam forests. In the 
Flora of the Presidency of Madras by Gamble and 
Fischer (1915-36) the occasional references to Devi¬ 
colam are based on the collection made by Barnes, 
Bourdillon, Meebold and Venkoba Rao. Barnes 
(1939) has made a general collection from the High 
Range but he has published only an account 
of members of Geraniaceae collected from this 
region. Iyppu (i960) refers to the High Range 
forest in the symposium on Tropical moist ever* 
green forests. Chandrasekarau (1962) deals about 
the forest types in this region in his account on the 
‘Forest types of Kerala State’. Besides, botanists 
like K. Cherian Jacob, M. A. Lawson, N. C. 
Rathakrishnan. Rudlpph D. Anstead and K, 
Subramanyam also visited this region and their 
collections are deposited in the Regional Herbar¬ 
ium, Botanical Survey of India, Southern Circle, 
Coimbotore. 

As a detailed study on the flora of this region 
has not been made so far, the authors undertook 
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five seasonal botanical tours in this region during 
June and October 1963, January and April 1964 
and August 1965. The total number of species 
collected is 478 spread over 125 families. All the 
specimens have been deposited in the Regional 
Herbarium, Botanical Survey of India, Southern 
Circle, Coimbatore. In addition to this 60 taxa 
collected by the earlier botanists and deposited in 
the Regional Herbarium, Coimbatore, are also in¬ 
cluded in this paper. An account of the flora of 
Anaimudi Range which forms part of Devicolam 
will be published separately. 

geology and soil 

In general this mountainous tract has the same 
features of geology as that of Western Ghats. It 
is composed of crystalline and metamorphic rocks 
of Archaeon age mainly quartzon gneiss with rock 
types such as dark granite and gneissic variation. 
The changing of gneiss into laterite is brought out 
by a metamorphism which has been ascribed to 
monsoon condition repeated through the ages. In 
places where there is a dense forest canopy the soil 
is the result of disintegration of gneiss the depth 
varying from shallow layers on the steep slopes 
and bouldery in the sheltered valleys. The 
humus content of the soil is very high in the ever¬ 
green regions when compared with the deciduous 
area. (John 1955-56). 

CLIMATE AND RAINFALL 

In these hills the climate is that of temperate 
montane region and the temperature varies accord¬ 
ing to elevation and it is in between 7 V to 32°C. 
The warmest months are from February to May. 
The area is situated on the edge of the escarpment 
which faces the Arabian Sea. So during the 
months of June to September the area receives the 
full force of sputh-west monsoon. The north¬ 
east retreating monsoon also brings showers dur¬ 
ing October and November. Rainfall varies bet¬ 
ween 699 cm a year in the western end, to under 4 
152 cm at the eastern end, all within a distance of 
32 km. The rainfall, recorded in the slopes of 
Anaimudi and Petimudi is 975 cm and the rain¬ 
fall recorded in the dry tracts on the leeward side 
in places like Mariyur and Chinnar is between 
102-140 cm and sometimes even upto 152 cm. 

VEGETATION 

The vegetation of Devicolam range varies very 
ppusb in character from place to place throughout 


the extensive region which consists of steep moun¬ 
tain ranges, fertile valleys and perennial rivers and 
streams. Further, there is remarkable variation 
between the eastern and western slopes of the 
Western Ghats falling in the Devicolam region. 
The difference in altitude, climate, rainfall, the 
prevalence of wind of varying nature, the geologi¬ 
cal and edaphic factors are mainly responsible for 
bringing about such unusual variety and diversity 
in the vegetation pattern of this region. Tropical 
dry deciduous, Tropical moist deciduous, Tropica] 
wet evergreen, Montane wet temperate and Mon¬ 
tane wet grassland are the main types of forest 
division in this area (Champion 1936). 

The vegetation on the eastern slopes of these 
high mountains is rich and the following dis^nct 
types could be noted at various altitudes and 
valleys. At the foot hills near Chinnar on the 
eastern side bordering the dry plains of Madras 
State the vegetation is of typical dry deciduous 
type. The characteristic tree species occurring in 
this area are Albizia odoratissima, Bridelia crenu* 
lata, Cassia fistula, Chloroxylon swietenia, Cordia 
dichotomy, Emblica officinalis, Givotia rottlerifor - 
mis, Sterculia foetida, Wrightia tinctoria etc. 
Some of the common undergrowths are Boerhavia 
diffusa, Breynia reiusa , B. rhatnnoides, Leucas 
hiria, Sida acuta and Toddalia asiatica var. graci¬ 
lis. Vanda testacea is the common orchid growing 
in this region. At Mariyur extensive patches of 
sandal wood forest are met with. In these mixed 
dry deciduous forest along with sandal wood Dendro- 
calamus strictus also occurs in plenty. The sandal 
wood forest is followed by moist deciduous region 
upto an altitude of 1067 m. Due to repeated felling 
operations, grass growth in large patches has been 
formed in this area. Moreover, the Ceffee and Tea 
plantations with recent introduction of Acacia 
melanoxylon > Grevillea robusta, Erythrina spp„ 
Eucalyptus spp. and Spathodea nilotica have chang¬ 
ed the face of the slopes to a great extent. Some 
of the common species in this region are Alstonia 
venenata, Antidesma bunius, Celtis cinnamomea, 
Grewia tiliaefolia, Lagerstroemia speciosa , Mallotus 
albus var. occidentalis, M. philippensis, etc. Eupa - 
iorium glandulosum and Cantona camara var. acu- 
leata are found in large patches in the cleared areas. 
Above 1067 m Tea is grown extensively. 

The evergreen forests are perhaps the richest as 
regards the occurrence of the number of species* 
Blit they have been subjected to interference by 
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man, so that after centuries of burning of forests, 
and shifting cultivation, the undisturbed primeval 
forest does not exist now. However, some of the 
fine Specimens of this forest have survived and do 
occur in the sheltered valleys, protected slopes, cer¬ 
tain pockets and in the remote and less accessible 
ravines. These evergreen forests consist of trees such 
as Debregeasia longifolia, Elaeocarpus oblongus, Eu¬ 
phoria longana, Garcinia cambogia, G. indica, 
Hydnocarpus alpina, Jambosa hemisphaerica, Neo- 
litsea fischeri, Oreocnide integrifolia } Persea mac- 
rant ha, Phoebe wightii, Photonia n°toniana and 
Trichilia connaroides. Shrubs like Allophylus 
rheedii, Chassalia ophioxyloides, Ixora nigricans, 
Leea indica, Pavetta breviflora var. subcoriacea, 
PogO'Stemon pubescens, Rauvolffa densiflora, Sar- 
candra irvingbaileyi, Sarcococca trinervia, Solanum 
giganteum and Tarenna asiatica are common. The 
common herbaceous plants are Adenostemma 
lavenia, Centratherum rangacharii, Drogoutia 
diffusa, Elatostema lineolatum, Erigeron bonari- 
ensis. Euphorbia rothiana, Hydrocotyle javanica, 
Physalis peruviana, Pilea trinervia, Pouzolzia wightii 
var. scabra, and Wedelia urticaefolia var. wightii. 
Clematis gouriana, Embelia tibes, Jasminum rottle- 
rianum, Passiflora leschenaultii, Piper attenuatum, 
Senecio corymbosus, Shuteria vestita, Smilax zeyla- 
nica, Stephania japonica and S. wightii are some 
of the prominent climbers in this area. Some of the 
common orchids growing in these evergreen forests 
are Cirrhopetalum gamblei, Cleisostoma tenerum, 
Dendrobium herbaceum, Diplocentrum recurvum, 
Eria reticosa and Oberonia iridifolia var. denticulata. 
Terrestrial ferns such as Adiantum cuneatum, Dicra- 
nopteris linearis, Dryopteris octhodes, Lastrea hir- 
tipes, Microlepia platyphylla, Nephrolepis cordifolia 
and Sphenomeris chusana are very common. In the 
crevices of rocks and tree trunks the following ferns 
are encountered: Asplenium aethiopicum, Crypsinus 
hastatus, Gymnogramme calomelanos, Lepisorus 
nudus, MicrosOrium lucidum, M. zippelli and Pyrro- 
sia porosa. Lycopodium cernuum and Selaginella 
reffanda also occur in abundance in the ground 
layer. 

During the wetter months of the year a great pro¬ 
fusion of balsams appear near moist places and mar¬ 
gins of streams and according to Barnes (1939) 
“there seems little doubt that in respect of species 
Qf balsam the High Range is the richest area of 
the Western Ghats and perhaps of the world”

He has collected more than thirty species of the 
same within a radius of 16 km in Munnar. 

In the High Range above 1524 m elevation, 
Southern Montane wet Temperate forests are 
found interspersed with vast stretches of grass¬ 
lands. These types of forests are found in Old 
Devicolam, Nyamakad Gap and Lockhert Gap- 
Some of the common trees in these forests are 
Daphniphyllum neilgherrense, Eurya japonica, 
Meliosma microcarpa, M. wightii, Michelia nila- 
girica, Pittosporum tetraspermum, PitheceUobiurrt 
subcoriaceum, Symplocos laurtna, Syzygium amot- 
tianum, Ternstroemia japonica, Turpinia cochin- 
chinensis, Vaccinium leschenaultii, Vernonia mono- 
sis and Viburnum coriaceum. It is of interest to 
note that the tree fern Cyathea spinulosa is common 
in these regions. Gaultheria jragrantissima, Leucas 
lanceaefolia, Moonia heterophylla, Otdenlandia albo- 
nervia, Psychotria elongata, Rhodomyrtus tomen- 
tosa and Rubus niveus are some of the common 
shrubs and undershrubs. Herbs like Phyllanthus. 
rheedii, Scutellaria violacea, Spilanthes acmella and 
Viola serpens are common. The epiphytes, other 
than orchids noted in this region are Aeschynanthus 
perrottetii, Impatiens jerdoniae and Peperomia tetra- 
phylla. Among scandent shrubs and climbers men¬ 
tion may be made of Clematis gouriana, Elaeagnus 
kologa, Lohicera leschenaultii, Senecio wightianus 
and Tetrastigma muricatum . 

In places like, Munnar, Mattupatti and Lockhert 
Gap extensive grasslands occur, where the common 
grasses met with are Brachiaria reptans, Chryso- 
pogon hackelii, Eragrostis unioloides, Ischaemum 
aristatum, Themeda tremula, T. triandra, Tripogon 
bromoides, etc. Rhododendron nilagiricum is the 
only small tree in these grasslands. Shrubs like 
Gaultheria jragrantissima and Hypericum mysorense 
are also found in this region. In the grasslands in 
addition to the common plants like Anaphalis sub - 
decurrens, Bupleurum distichophyllum, Chloro- 
phytum tuberosum, Justicia simplex, Leucas terni- 
folia, Osbeckia aspera, Parochetus communis, Pirn- 
pinella candolleana, Ranunculus reniformis, Wahlen- 
bergia marginata, orchids such as Habenaria. crassi- 
folia, H. longicomiculata, H. richardiana, Liparis 
atropurpurea, Malaxis densiflora, Satyiium nepa- 
lensi and Spiranthes lancea ate also common, hr 
moist places during wetter months, Drosera peltata , 
Eriocaulon brownianum var. niiagirense, E. colli- 
num, Lysimachia deltoidea, Paranassia mysorensif, 
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Utricularia roseo^purpurea, U. smijhiana and U. 
striatula are encountered* 

In the denuded sholas and abandoned estates 
plants like Eupatorium repandum, Laritma camera 
var. aculeata, Maesa perrottetiana, Symplocos laurina 
and Wendlandia ihyrsoidea are common. Some of 
the common parasites in the evergreen forests are 
Helixanthera intermedia, Microsolen parasiticus, 
and Taxillus cuneatus. Cheirostylis flabellata 
grows in humus soil on decaying plant material as 
saprophyte. 

In Tea estates the following weeds are common: 
Ageratum houstonianum, Drymaria cordata, Eri- 
geron karvinshianus, Galinsoga parviftora, Gna- 
phalium purpureum, Oxalis corniculata and Pepe- 
romia pellucida . The Planters in Kannan Devan 
Tea estates have introduced various exotic plants in 
their estates and gardens. Over the years some of 
these have become well naturalised and have spread 
out and now form a part of the present vegetation. 
Some of these common exotic plants are Acacia 
melanoxylon, Brugmansia suaveolens, Calceolaria 
tnexicana, Cassia didymoboirya, Cestrum noctur- 
num, Primus cerasoides, Saurauia nepaulensis, Sola¬ 
tium jasminoides, S . wendlandii, Tibouchina semi - 
decandra and Zantedeschia aethiopica. 

The western slopes of the Devicolam range 
extend to Neriamangalam, and has a vegetation 
which is quite different from that of Eastern slopes. 
Besides some moist deciduous elements, the forest 
as a whole is of evergreen nature. Here in places 
like Adimali, Pallivasal and Vellathuval clearance 
has been done on a very extensive scale. In spite 
of the low altitude the forests in this region are 
thick and luxuriant. Some of the common trees 
are Actinodaphne malabarica, Ehretia camrensis, 
Evodia lunu-ankenda, Ficus beddomei, Homalium 
zeylanicum, Lagerstroemia speciosa, Mesua ferrea 
subsp. thwaitesii, Mitragyna tubulosa, Nauclea 
missionis, and Vitex altissima . Shrubs like Croton 
caudatus, C. lacciferus, Glycosmis cochinchinensis, 
Ixora nigricans, Leea indica, Mussaenda frondosa, 
and Ophiorrhiza mungos are common. The herba¬ 
ceous stratum consists of A systasia dalzelliana, 
Costus spedosus, Cyanotis villosa, Emilia sonchi - 
folia, Globba ophioglossa, Justicia simplex, Knoxia 
sumatrensis, Murdannia pauciflora, Phyllanthus 
simplex and Pouzolzia zeylanica. Clinchers are re¬ 
presented by Dioscorea bulbifera, Milletia rubigi - 
nosa, Mukia maderaspatana and Piper hymeno- 
phyllum. In marshy places and on wet rocks Didy~ 


mocarpus humboltiana, Impatiens scapiflora, Lim- 
nophila aromaiica and Lindernia ciliata are found. 
Orchids such as Pholidoia imbricaia and Sarcan- 
thus peninsularis are common. The following pteri- 
dophytes also form part of the vegetation: Adim- 
tum philippense, Angiopteris evecia, Cyclosorus 
exiensus, Lygodium flexuosuin, Nephrolepis exal- 
tata, Selaginella repanda and Tectaria macrodonta . 

The botanical explorations in this region brought 
to light a new record for South India and some 
rare and interesting plants. A^rgostemma rostra- 
turn Wall, has been collected for the first time from 
Peninsular India from this region. This species has 
been reported only from Khasia mountains. Ver - 
nonia fysoni Calder was collected from this area 
and it is the first record of this plant after the type 
collection made from Pulney hills ( Fyson 4095, 
Bourne 1106) Porpax jerdoniana (Wt.) Rolfe and 
Pouzolzia meeboldii Sm. & Ramas. are the other 
interesting rare taxa collected from this region. 

In this enumeration, the classification of Bentham 
and Hooker is followed for Angiosperms with a 
certain delimitations of Hutchinson (1926). How¬ 
ever, Cupressaceae is placed in the beginning of 
Angiosperm. The classification of Copeland (1947) 
is followed for ferns. The taxa under each family 
are arranged in an alphabetical order. For every 
plant, locality, altitude, frequency, date of collection, 
flowering and fruiting condition, and collection 
number is given, the collector being K. M. Sebastine. 
For those taxa which are based on the previous col¬ 
lections deposited in the Regional Herbarium the 
available information with collectors name and 
field numbers are given. The exotic species are 
marked with an asterisk mark. Every attempt has 
been made to bring the nomenclature up-to-date.
